Juschwneschtrans pays the railroads in advance installments "of 
approximately 300,000 schillings two to three times each month. Upon receipt 
of these nayments, the railroads provide Juschwneschtrans with a series of 
receipted vouchers (Stundungsheften). when a shipment is despatched freight 
charges are recorded on the vouchers which are then tumed over to railroad 


agents as certificates of payment .“1{2)
